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PR'k'  FARMING  is  a  system  of  soil  tillage  whereby  the 
rain  is  storccl  and  conserved  for  the  use  of  crops.  It 
inchuies  (a)  deep  ploughing  to  increase  the  absorptive 
capacity  of  the  soil;  (b)  frequent  cultivation  of  the 
surface  soil  during  the  suninier  to  check  evaporation; 
(c)  the  selection  of  drouth  resisting  crops.  The  wide 
application  of  these  piinciples  makes  practicable  the 
o<-cupation  by  farmers  of  areas  hitherto  tliought  to  be 
suitable    only    for   ranching. 

EXPERIMENTAL  FARMS,  ETC.  The  Dominion  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  have  Ivxperiinental  Farms  at 
Indian  Head,  Rosthern  and  Scott.  Tlic  I'rovinci.il 
(iovernment  maintain  an  extensive  ICxperimental  Farm 
in  connection  with  the  University  at  Saskat(jon,  and 
the  C.F.R.  has  four  Demonstration  Farms  .n  the 
province. 

FODDER  CROPS— Alfalfa.  The  cultivation  of  .\Ifalfa 
has  attracted  much  attention  and  tlie  crop  has  been 
successfully  grown  in  practically  all  sections  of  the 
province.  Alfalfa  seed  production  lias  met  with  con- 
siderable success  in  the  south  western  portion  of  the 
jirovince. 

Prairie  Grasses.  The  native  prairie  grasses  are  exten- 
sively used  as  winter  fodder  for  all  classes  of  stock  in 
those  sections  of  the  province  where  wild  laiul  is  stdl 
to  be  found.  Both  "pxairie  wool"  and  "slough  hay" 
make  excellent  fodder 

Domestic  Hay.  Western  Rye  and  I'lrome  C.rasscs  are 
the  most  important  hay  crops  grown  on  cultivated  '.and. 
Timothy  does  well  in  the  ncjrth  east  and  wooded  areas. 

FRUIT  r.ROWING.  The  smaller  bush  fruits  grow  in 
profiisi  .1  throughout  the  province  and  fruit  of  excellent 
(inility  is  i)roduced.  The  demand  for  large  fruits  is 
supplied  through  importations  from  (.)ntario,  British 
C-  lumbia  and    Washington.

Saskatchewan  won  first  i>ri/,e  for  hard  spring 
wheat,  hard  winter  wheat,  soft  spring  wheat,  white  oats, 
alfalfa,  bronie  grass,  rye;  also  prizes  for  white  outs, 
tiinothv,  barley  and  tiax.  At  the  same  Congress,  in 
lUKi  and  l!H  4,  Saskatchewan  had  taken  prizes  for 
wheat,  oats,  l.arley  and  llax.  At  the  Int< -national  Soil 
Products  and  I'arin  Congress,  held  at  HI  Paso.  Texas, 
in  nut),  Sa-ikatchewan  won  hr.t  prize  for  hard  spring 
wheat,  barley,  rye  and  field  pea-^,  also  for  alfalfa,  bronie 
grass,  clover,  pcjtatoes,  parsnips,  beets  and  carrots.  In 
HH7,  when  the  International  Soil  Products  Exposition 
was  held  at  Peoria,  Illinois,  Saskatchewan  won  first 
prize  on  wheat  and  oats,  first  and  sweepstakes  on  pota- 
toes, and  second  for  t  he  liest  display  of  vegetables.  .\t 
Kansas,  in  \'.)\S,  Saskatchewan  won  first  prizes  for  hard 
spring  wheat,  oats,  and  barley;  Sweepstakes  for  wheat, 
exposition  Trophy  Cup,    and    C.P.R.   Trophy  Cup.

The  ideal  temperature  for  wheat  is  a  mean 
summer  temperature  of  DO  degrees.  This  extends  as 
far  as  latitude  ti")  degrees.  The  greatest  yield  is  nearest 
the  northern  limit  of  successful  growth.  In  the  north- 
ern latitn-<les,  fotir  and  live  grains  are  found  to  the  cluster, 
as  against  two  grains  usual  in  I'.S.  wheat  fields.  This 
is  due  to  the  winter  frosts,  summer  rains  and  the  soil, 
of  which  the  chief  ingredients  are  nitrogen,  jxjtash  and 
phosphoric    arid. 

Spring  \Vhi",at.  Tin  leading  varieties  are  Red  l-'ife  and 
Mar(iuis,  which  grade  hard  and  are  known  as  Manitoba 
Hard  Wheat.  They  fetcli  a  higher  price  than  any  other 
varieties  grown.  The  Mar(|uis,  a  recent  development, 
mature-;  about  15  day.s  earlier  then  Red  I'ife.  At 
Indian  Head,  Sask.,  a  yield  of  .SI  bush,  per  acre  was 
olhcially  recorded  in  101  .'5.  This  variety  won  tirst  prize 
for  the  l)est  buslud  of  wheat  growi;  in  America,  at  New 
York  in  mil;  at  Tulsa,  in  !'.)i:^;  at  Wichita,  in  101  t, 
and  at  I)eii\er,  in  lOlTi.  rrelude  Wlieat  was  intro- 
duct-d  in  Sa->katciiewaii  in  I'.ll.'?.  It  ripens  about  2 
week^  earlier  than  Marquis  and  i^  ready  for  cutting 
before  Aug.  21>t.  thus  escaping  the  danger  oi  early 
frosts.  It  is  a  short-growing  wheal.  prodiK'ing  very 
hard  kernels,  and  seUloin  weighs  less  than  (12  or  b^J  lbs. 
to  the  bushel.  It  is  less  popular  than  t:ie  Martinis  be- 
cause it  is  not  nearly  so  large  a  yiclder. 

WiNTKK  WuU.aT.  In  v^askatchewan  generally,  winter 
wheat  is  not  an  important  crop,  as  it  has  not  been  found 
proof  a-,'.jinst  winter  killing.  e\eei>t  in  a  few  districts  in 
the  north  and  east.

Saskatchewan  ranks  second  amoni;  the 
provinces  in  number  and  value  of  live  stock,  and  the 
i.peniiit;  of  the  I'nited  Stales  market  has  Kiyen  a  Kreat 
impetus  to  the  live  stock  industry.  The  interests  of 
the  various  kinds  of  stock  are  looked  after  by  their 
respective  live  stock  associations,  while  the  Saskatche- 
wan Stock  (^rowers'  Association  is  the  oHicial  ork'ani/.a- 
tion  of  the  ranchers  in  Southwestern  Saskatchew.m 
The  Saskatchewan  IJve  Stock  Board,  with  winch  the 
Saskatchewan  Stock  Cirowers'  Association  is  alliliated, 
looks  after  the  interests  of  all  stock  raisers  and  holds 
Winter  Fairs  at  Retina  and  Saskatoon.

Returned  Soldiers 


The  Department  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-Estab- 
lishmeiU  has  an  odkc  at  MeCallum  Hill  Building, 
Regini.  vSask,  Acting  as  a  sub-co.nmittee  of  the 
Department,  the  Provincial  C.overnment  has 
created  a  Returned  Soldic"  Conunission  which  has 
branch  welcome  and  aid  leagues  in  the  various 
centres  throughout  the  province. 

Through  the  Dei)annient  of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re- 
l{stal)lishmeiit,  vocational  training  for  men  so 
disal)led  that  they  are  unable  to  resume  their 
pre-war  occupation  is  provided  in  a  large  numlH-r  of 
occupations.  In  this  work  the  provincial  univer- 
sity and  other  estal)lished  educational  institutions, 
as  well  as  ^•mi)loyers  generally  are  assisting. 

Returned  men  desiring  employment  and  disabled 
soldiers  sulTeriug  recurrence  of  disabilities  occa- 
sioned by  war  service  should  conmuuiicate  at  once 
with  the  Department  of  vSoldiers'  Civil  Re  Ivstab- 
lishment's  representative  or  with  the  nearest  com- 
mittee of  the  Provincial  Returned  Soldier  Com- 
mission. 
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
